NOT EVERYBODY 
FAVORS GAS HRAT 

Since the revival of interest in a 
natural gas supply for Bassano, 
some discussion has arisen regard- 
ing the merits of this fuel for heat- 
ing purposes. 

While admitting its convenience 
and cleanliness, the opinion has 
been expressed by several house- 
holders that they did not favor gas 
heat, as it filled the house with 
fumes, making a disagreeable odor, 
and preventing the raising of house 
plants. 

There is conflicting 
this point. Reautiful house plants 
are grown in many houses in Cal- 
gary, Brooks, and other towns and 
cities where natural gas is used. In 
other homes gas odors are evident, 
and plants will not thrive. 

Gas fumes are disagreeable, and 
their presence in the house militates 
against the growing of plants, 
the source of the trouble lies in the 
mechanical @efects of the gas ap- 
Pliances, and is not an inescapable 
characteristic of gas. 

All fuel, whether gas or coal, 
gives off fumes when burned, and 
if proper provision is not made for 
carrying away the fumes, these es- 
cape into the room and spread 
through the house. 


evidence on 


In somes homes the kitchen gas 
range is not properly instailed to 
carry away the fumes. The open 


type burner in coking ranges re- 
quires special provision of large 
flues for taking care of the fumes. 
The gas equipped fireplace is also a 
source of trouble. The heating unit 
in some fireplaces projects several 
inches beyond the brickwork, and 
gas fumes escape from it into the 
room. 

If coal was used in these same 
homes, with equipment as_ poorly 
installed as their gas equipment, 
smoke and fumes would always be 
present in the house. Because the 
gas gives off no visible fumes their 
presence is often given but little re- 
gard when installing gas appliances. 

In the event of Bassano being sup- 
plied with natural gas some time in 
the future, householders need have 
no fear of gas fumes if their gas 
burning appliances are properly  in- 
stalled. 


SOIL DRIFTING 

With the present abundant supply 
of moisture in the soil there is little 
danger of soil drifting being of ser- 
ious proportions this spring. 

The problem, however, will always 
be before us so long as farmers con- 
tinue with the present system of 
summerfallow, a em which has 
been found necessary in this part 
of Alberta if profitable returns from 
farming are to be expected. 

In dry periods the soil drifting 
problem will again be present. The 
thing to do is to study the problem 
and adopt methods of farming that 
will cope with it. 

It was with the object of assisting 
farmers affected by soil drifting that 
the University of Alberta recently 
issued a pamphlet on soil drifting. 
The pamphlet is compiled by pro- 
fessors of the university, and the 
problem is aproached from several 
angles.

Next ey- 
ening they asked for more magic 
music, Every evening hte two white 
men staged their wireless concert, 
and every evening the natives grew 
less hostile. 

Then the batteries of the set be- 
gan to run down, and the white men 
decided that it was time to escape, 
After three weeeks’ imprisonment 
they got away—with only a compass 
and their rifles. The natives pursued 
them but the two white men obliter- 
ated their tracks by walking several 
miles through a river, Finally they 
arrived at a Belgian Congo border 
station—exhausted but safe.

GRHOLOGISTS SAY ASIA IS

among geologists the world over, 
declared Dr. B. E. Read, addressing 
a meeting in Calgary recently. 

The finding of these skulls is | 
; Strong’ evidence that central Asie 
is the cradle of mankind. 

Geologists believe now that cent 
ral Asia used to be densely popu- 
lated and heavily wooded, and that 
primitive man used fire, because 
evidences of hearths and carbon 
have been identified, said Dr. Read. 

Indications at the present time, 
the speaker stated, pointed to the 
|fact that geologists are only on the 
external fringe of astounding dis- 
coveries which may _ revolutionize 
the ideas of the world. 


BRITISH SCIENTISTS SUCCEED 
IN DIVIDING THE ATOM 


LONDON, May 2—Two young 
scientists, Dr. E. T. Walton and Dr. 
J. D. Cockroft, of Cambridge, have 
succeeded in splitting the atom. The 
discovery is hailed the greatest of 
the present centvry and comparable 
to that of Maxwell in the last cen- 
tury, identifying electro magnetism 
with light. 

The hydrogen atom was split by 
directing an electrical current of 
120,000 volts on it. Helium was pro- 
duced, thus bringing about a trans- 
mutation of elements, the age-long 
dream of alchemists in the middle 
ages and upsetting the famous law 
of conservation of energy. 

“Although the discovery of of im- 
mense scientific importance,” says 
Dr. Cockroft, “it is of no immed- 
iate practical value. Its economic 
importance as a_ possible ultimate: 
source of power remains to be seen. 
All we know is that we are now 
on the right path.” 


“LEFTIST” GROUPS GAIN 
IN FIRST FRENCH VOTE 


PARIS, May 2—The French politi- 
cal battle began anew on Monday. 
The government is pressing for 
fresh efforts in the second ballot of 
the general elections next Sunday. 

The first ballot on Sunday _ re- 
sulted in 248 elections, with the re- 
mainder of the 615 constituencies 
taking a second ballot. The swing 
toward the opposition, the ‘‘Leftist”’ 
parties was clearly marked, and if 
the proportion is maintained in the 
second ballot the Tardieu ministry 
of the right centre may be over- 
thrown. 


DOUKHOBORS ARRESTED 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


VICTORIA, B. C., May 2—British 
Columbia started today to clear up 
the Doukhobor problem once’ and 


for all. With full Dominion govern- 
j ment co-operation the province 
served notice that, after dealing 


with 117 Doukhobor nude paraders 
now in Nelson jail, under new gec- 
tions of the Criminal Code it would 
proceed to enforce all laws among 
these colonists as they have not 
been enforced before. In future the 
Doukhobors must send all their 
children to school, they must regis- 
ter births, marriages, and deaths, 
and they must live peaceably. 

“The federal and provincial gov- 
ernments have got together on the 
whole Doukhobor problem and pro- 
pose a major operation to settle it 
finally,’’ said an announcement giv- 
en out by Attorney-General R. H. 
Pooley. ‘‘From now on the Douk- 
hobors, of British Columbia must 
obey our laws exactly like other 
people. We intend now to have a 
complete showdown, with the fullest 
co-operation between the two gov- 
ernments.”” 


PROVINCES OFFER SUPPORT 
LAND SETTLEMENT PLAN 


EDMONTON, “May* 2—Alberta will 
co-operate to the fullest possible 
extent in carrying out any proposed 
land settlement scheme to aid un- 
employed in getting on the land, 
declared Premier Brownlee, on re- 
ceipt of an item from Ottawa in 
which it was stated the Dominion 
Government would take such action. 

Continuing he said that Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
ture and health, was at present at 
Ottawa, and as-soon as details of 
the scheme were completed it would 
be decided to what extent Alberta 
could participate. 

‘No doubt,” said the premier, 
“there are many worthy cases for 
placing or replacing on the land, but 
it must be clearly borne in mind

ing of an outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease in California. The 
order does not apply to fruits, but 
will operate against the shipment 
of vegetables which are unusually 
heavy into the Dominion at this 
time of the year.
